The  population  figure  given  by  the  Registrar  General  for 
statistical  purposes  does  not  include  residents  in  schools,  etc., 
for  whom  for  the  major  part  of  the  year  provision  as  to  water 
supply,  sewerage,  etc.,  has  to  be  made.  The  above  table  was 
therefore  worked  out  on  the  basis  of  the  last  census. 

(b)  Probably  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  year’s  rainfall 
was  in  excess  of  previous  years  the  Company  did  not  find  it 
necessary  to  curtail  the  water  supply  during  the  summer  season 
as  in  1922. 

This,  however,  does  not  remove  the  necessity  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  supply  commensurate  with  the  growth  of  the 
Borougli. 

All  the  evidence  available  points  to  a probable  consider- 
able increase  of  building  in  the  near  future. 

The  water  supply  to  the  houses  on  Galley  Hill  has  called 
for  attention.  The  main  sources  of  supply  are  from  two  wells, 
one  of  which  has  been  found  T)olluted. 

Sew'eragk. — The  C’ouncil  have  adopted  the  following  re- 
roirirnendations  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
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The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  at  recent 
meetings  questions  affecting  the  Sewerage  system  of  the 
Borough  and  the  necessity  or  otherwise  of  embarking  upon  a 
scheme  of  enlargement  and  extension  to  meet  present  and 
future  developments. 

The  Committee  have  also  received  a representation  signed 
by  the  local  medical  practitioners  on'  the  subject.  The  Com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  ithat  expert  advice  should  be  obtained 
upon  the  general  question  of  sewerage  as  atfecting'  the  whole 
Borough  with  reference  to  (a)  Extension  of  the  existing^  out- 
fall, and  (b)  the  desirability  of  a separate  system  of  surface 
water  drainage. 

Sections  of  the  present  main  sewerage  system  were  en- 
larged after  a report  from  Messrs.  Taylor,  Sons  and  Santo 
Crimp,  and  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  firm  be  asked 
to  submit  a further  report  upon  the  lines  above  indicated. 

Scavenging. — During  the  year  house  refuse  has  been 
deposited  at  the  Turkey  Eoad  Brick  Fields,  and  to  secure 
quicker  removal  the  Council  have  adopted  the  principle  of 
Petrol  Motor  Dust  Cants  by  which  they  propose  to  supersede  the 
old  horse  drawn  carts. 

EriDEMics. — The  District  has  been  free  from  Scarlet  Fever 
or  Diphtheria  to  an  exceptional  extent,  possibly  due  partly  ito 
the  high  incidence  of  1920-19*21  being  followed  by  a corres- 
ponding fall. 

To  secure  accuracy  in  diagnosis  Varicella  was  made  noti- 
fiable, I have  verified'  in  cases  where  no*  doctor  was  in  aitten- 
dance  or  with  the  doctor  in  doubtful  cases. 

Oither  diseases  of  an  epidemic  character  have  also  been 
below  normal  rates,  and  no  Elementary  School  closures  were 
found  necessary.

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The  quarterly  analyses  have  shown  the  usual  high  degree 
of  purity.  There  have  been  complaints  as  to  the  presence  of 
iron  oxide  in  excess  probably  due  to  the  deposit  in  the  pipes 
having  been  allowed  to  increase  and  then  disturbed.  The 
Company  have  taken  siteps  to  lessen  the  accummulation.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  the  water  conies  from  iron  bearing 
strata  and  that  il  should  be  removed  by  sand  filtration  before 
passing  into  the  delivery  pipes.

5.— Summary  (for  Reference)  of  Nursing  arrangements, 
Hospitals  and  other  Institutions  available  for  the 
District. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Gteneral. — The  Nursing  Association  which  embraces  the 
whole  Borough  and  has  a Staff  of  Secretary  and  four  nurses  is 
under  a Local  (Voluntary)  Committee.  The  Local  Authority 
(the  East  Sussex  County  Council)  contributes  by  providing  the 
salary  of  two  Maternity  Nurses.  The  onus  of  the  general 
nursing,  and  the  provision  of  the  necessary  funds  lies  on  the 
Local  Committee  wdio  find  a difficultj^  in  raising  the  necessary 
funds.  Half  of  the  deficit  on  the  Infant  Welfare  is  met  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — Lender  the  Nursing 
Association  weekly  sessions  are  held,  and  there  are  a number  of 
Voluntary  Helpers  attached.  Every  inducement  possible  is 
being  made  to  increase  the  number  of  attendances.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  no  infant  brought  to  the  Clinic  died  during  the 
year. 

It  is  proposed  to  start  an  Antenatal  Clinic  as  soon  as  the 
consent  of  the  Private  Doctors  can  be  secured.

This  report  shows  a considerable  increase  in  work  over 
previous  years  and  the  results  have  been  good.  In  consequence 
of  the  results  of  an  accident  I was  reluctantly  compelled  to 
reisgn  the  post  of  Hon.  Medical  Officer  and  the  services  of  a 
competent  paid  Medical  Officer  have  been  secured. 

])ay  Nurseries  have  not  been  re-started.  A Creche  for 
Mothers  who  went  out  to  work  for  the  day  was  started  some 
years  ago,  but  though  doing  good  work  fell  through  for  want  of 
support. 

School  Clinics  (Medical)  under  the  Bexhill  Education 
Committee  are  in  full  operation,  and  have  materially  increased 
ihe  scliool  attendance. 

Tuberculosis. — A Dispensary  under  the  administration  of 
the  East  Sussex  County  Council  holds  a weekly  session  in 
London  Load.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  the  control 
over  contacts. 

The  advisability  of  starting'  a Care  Committee  for  investi- 
gating condition  of  Tuberculosis  Cases  and  granting  assistance 
where  necessary  has  received  attention.  Such  Committee 
wouifl  have  to  raise  its  own  funds. 

Ckxkrkal  Disease. — The  V.D.  Clinic  at  Hastings  is  now 
opcMied  in  the  New  Building,  and  is  probably  the  most 
<'om))](d,(dy  cai nipped  l)iiilding  of  its  size  in  the  country.  Six 
Ta^gnlai-  Sfusions  a week  aie  now  held  and  intermediate  treat- 
li'ent'  are  availabh'  v;ith  the  assistance  of  a Sister'  and  male 
oif](‘r]y.  Dui'ing  1923  the  number  of  cases  was  the  same  as  in 
1922  thongli  the  total  attendances  showed  a small  decrease.  A 
f dling  off  has  been  found  in  ])rimary  cases  of  Venereal  Disease, 
but  th(‘i(‘  has  laau)  an  increase  of  late  and  congenital  cases  as 
has  been  gen^M•al]y  found,  ddie  repoi't  states  “ The  result  of 
treatment  in  congmiital  vsyjihilis  in  (diildren  and  young  adults 
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is  most  graitifying ; the  very  success  obtained  being  in  a way 
a drawback,  leaving  parents  and  nthers  to  discontinue  treat- 
ment before  final  tests  of  the  cure  are  carried  out.”

(2)  Maternity  and  Children. — There  is  no  present  pro- 
vision. 

(3)  Fever. — The  Borougb  Council  provides  a Hospital 
of  20  beds  at  Clinch  Green.  Before  the  War  they  decided  to 
replace  the  temporary  buildings  by  others  of  a more  permanent 
character,  and  plans  were  prepared  and  passed.  The  War,  and 
the  cost  of  building  since  has  prevented,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Observation  Block  wbicb  was  built  as  a start,  further  pro- 
ceeding with  the  scheme. 

The  Hospital  received  5 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 
case  of  Diphtheria.  Owing  to  freedom  of  District  from  infec- 
ition,  it  was  empty  for  seven  months  and  3 days.  One  case  of 
German  Measles  was  admitted  for  observation. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  was  issued  by  the  Council  for  four 
cases. 

(5)  Small  Pox. — By  arrangement  with  the  Hastings 
Corporation  four  beds  are  retained  at  their  Hospital  at  Brede. 

Isolation  Hospital  for  the  large  number  of  Private 
Schools. — Only  a few  of  the  Private  Schools  have  made  any 
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attempt  at  providing*  facilities  for  isolating  their  pupils  when 
required.  Such  provision  should  be  made  more  general. 


Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers, 
Illegitimate  Infants,  and  Homeless  Children. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  District  other  than  the  Poor 
Law  Infirmary,  which  will  not  take  any  case  unless  destitute. 

Ambulance  Facilities.^ — (a)  For  infectious  cases  a horse 
ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Borough  Council. 

(b)  For  non-inf ectious  cases  a Voluntary  Association  pro- 
vides a motor  ambulance  for  taking  cases  to  Hospital  at 
Hastings.  As  the  charge  is  often  considered  by  the  Working 
Classes  excessive  some  reduction  should  be  made  for  cases 
unable  to  pay  the  full  charge. 

6. —Laboratory  Work. 

During  the  year  Pathological  examinations  of  Swabs  and 
specimens  have  been  made  at  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of 
the  East  Sussex  Hospital,  who  have  also  made  four  Quarterly 
Analyses  of  the  Water  supplied  by  the  Company.

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This  shows  that  the  demand  for  Housing  Accommodation 
still  remains  urgent.  In  order  to  further  examine  into  exisit- 
ing  Housing  Conditions  a report  has  been  prepared  dealing  with 
the  part  of  the  area  considered  to  be  most  in  danger  of  oxer- 
crowding  (Chandler  Hoad,  Little  Common  Hoad,  Salisbury 
Hoad  and  London  Hoad)  and  from  this  selected  area  the  fol- 
lowing return  of  40  single  room  tenancies  was  obtained  : —

In  the  absence  of  available  housing  accommodation  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  at  once  relieve  these  cases.  The  Council 
in  December,  1923,  adopted  the  following  report  of  the  Hous- 
ing Committee : — 

The  Committee  had  before  them  a statement  issued  by  the 
Mayor,  which  contained  the  following  observations 

(a)  As  a result  of  two  interview's  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  it  appeared  that  the  Government  would  be  ready  to 
help  with  any  practical  scheme  wTiich  might  be  submitted  by 
the  Council  for  approval. 

(b)  The  Council  already  have  in  their  possession  itw^o  very 
suitable  sites,  Tiz.,  London  Hoad  and  Broadoak  Lane. 

(c)  With  regard  to  London  Hoad  there  is  space  on  the 
undeveloped  area  for  over  60  houses,  comprising  one  sitting 
room,  scullery  and  three  bedrooms.  The  greater  portion  of 
this  area  is  already  sew^ered,  and  the  expenditure  under  this 
head  would  not  be  a very  heavy  one. 

(d)  It  wms  suggested  that  the  Council  call  for  tenders  for 
the  erection  of  GO  houses. 


(e)  There  were  Q(ites  available  in  the  Little  Common 
Listrict,  and  a ^start  might  he  made  in  that  quarter  by  erect- 
ing* say  10  to  15  houses. 

(f)  The  two-  schemes,  viz.,  London  Load  and  Little  Com- 
mon, could  go  forward  conjointly. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  Housing  Committee 
be  authorised  to  obtain  tenders  on  the  lines  above  sugges/ted 
preparatory  to  a scheme  being  submitted  to  the  Council  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  with  a view  to  early  progress  being 
made  with  the  provision  of  further  housing  accommodation. 

7.— Sanitary  Administration.

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METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT,  1925. 

The  Borouo’h  Meteorological  Station  was  re-established  in 
March,  an  enclosure  being*  made  in  Egerton  Park  for  the 
reception  of  the  various  instrumenits.  The  sunshine  recorder 
w'as  retained  in  its  original  position  on  a building  on  the 
Marina.  Observations  and  records  were  commenced  on  April 
1st.  A representative  of  the  Meteorological  Office  inspected 
the  Station  onMune  2nd,  and  an  official  certificate  of  approval 
w*as  issued.  Certain  instruments,  however,  were  required  to 
undergo  tests  at  the  National  Physical  Laboratory,  and  con- 
sequently the  records  for  a short  period  are  incompleite.  On  the 
Wceipf  of  the  necessary  certificates  from  the  National  Physical 
Jjuboratory  daily  weather  telegrams  to  the  Meiteorological 
Office  were  commenced.  These  were  despatched  every  day 
from  July  9th  to  December  31st,  and  particulars  of  the  weather 
nt  Bexhill  were*  included  in  the  various  reports  issued  by  the 
Meteorological  Office. 

Table  I gives  a summary  of  observations  on  the  sunshine 
and  rainfall  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  with 
means  of  the  barometer  readings  (corrected  and  reduced  to  sea- 
level)  and  records  of  temperaiture.

Committee. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I pressnt  herewith  Amnual  Eeport  for  1923.  The  Board  of 
Education  have  issued  fresh  and  more  comprehensive  tables. 

1.  STAFF. 

School  Medical  Officer. 
iSchool  Dental  Officer. 

Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

School  Nurse. 

2.  .CO-ORDINATION. 

(a)  IS.M.O.  is  also  M.O.H.,  and  for  part  of  the  year  acted  as  Hon. 
M.O.  to  the  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  which  meets  weekly 
and  admits  children  up  to  school  age.  As  the  result  of  an 
accident  this  latter  post  of  Hon.  M.O.  was  transferred  to  a paid 
M.O.  chosen  from  the  medical  practitioners  of  the  borough. 

3.  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION  TO  PUBLIC 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS, 

(a)  iSchool  Hygiene. — General  improvement  has  been  reported  in  the 
standard  of  cleanliness,  etc. 

(b)  Work  done. — With  the  exception  of  certain  minor  matters  which 
have  received  attention,  the  condition  of  the  Schools  has  been 
satisfactory. 

4.  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  (ROUTINE). 

Five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  children  were  inspected,  including 
Admissions,  Age  Groups,  Specials  sent  up  by  Teachers,  and  Leavers. 

(a)  Age  Gjoups. — At  ages  of  5,  8,  and  12  years. 

(b)  AH  entrants  have  been  inspected. 

(c)  All  children  requiring  further  observation  or  treatment  have  been 
referred  to  the  School  Clinic. 

(d)  Every  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Teachers 

In  addition  to  the  Routine  figures,  199  Special  Inspections  were 
made  and  106  Re-inspections. 

5.  FINDINGS  OF  MEDilCAL  INSPECTION  ^ROUTINE). 

(a)  Uncleanliness. — 18  cases  have  been  observed  at  the  Routine 
Inspections,  and  2 cases  at  the  Special  Inspections. 

(b)  Minor  Ailments. 

Malnutrition  was  found  in  6 cases  as  requiring  treatment  and 
19  cases  were  kept  under  observation. 

Enlarged  Glands  (non-Tuberculous)  were  found  in  one  case 
to  require  treatment,  and  in  13  to  be  kept  under  observation. 
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Other  defects  and  diseases  were  found  in  2 cases  to  require 
treatment  and  in  30  cases  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

(c)  Tonsils  ancf  Adenoids. — weie  found  to  be  enlarged  and  requiring 
treatment  in  3 cases,  and  in  64  cases  to  be  slightly  enlarged  and 
to  be  kept  for  observation. 

In  consequence  of  the  fact  that  the  accommodation  at  the 
School  Clinic  was  insufficient,  its  use  for  operatioirs  was  discon- 
tinued, and  the  cases  have  been  dealt  with  mostly  at  the  East 
Sussex  Hospital  (new  Out-Patient  Department). 

(d)  Tuberculosis. — ^Eleven  cases  have  been  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  from  both  Routine  and  Special  Inspections.  One 
definite  case  was  inspected  who  had  been  under  Sanitorium  treat- 
ment and  was  found  fit  to  attend  School.  Five  cases  were  found  to 
require  treatment.  Amongst  them  three  cases  of  night  perspiratiorr 
were  noted.  Three  cases  of  Bronchitis  were  referred  to  the  Clirric 
for  treatment. 

(e)  Three  cases  of  Skin  Disease  Oroir-Tuberculous)  were  i eferred  for 
treatment  and  passed  to  Clinic. 

if)  External  Eye  Diseases.— Ten  cases  of  Blepharitis  were  referred 
to  Clinic  for  treatment,  also  8 cases  of  Conjunctivitis,  3 of  Strabis- 
. mus,  and  3 cases  of  other  corrditions. 

yg)  Four  cases  of  impaired  vision  were  sent  to  the  Eye_  Specialist  for 
treatment  and  three  cases  were  kept  under  observation. 

(h)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.— Two  cases  of  defective  hearing  were 
referred  for  treatment. 

(i)  Dental  Defect.— 35  cases  were  referred  for  treatment  and  23  kept 
under  observation. 

(j)  Crippling  Defects.— Three  cases  were  referred  for  treatme^nt  and 
8 kept  under  observation.  Am  mg  the  causes  were  found:  Effects  of 
Infantile  Paralysis,  Stiff  Knee,  Pigeon  Breast,  etc. 

(k)  Other  Defects  and  Diseases.— Two  cases  were  found  requiiing  treat- 
ment and  30  kept  under  observation.  _ Among  these  were  noted 
Thyroid  enlargement  likely  to  develop  into  Goitre. 

(l)  Impairment  of  Nutrition,  as  shewn  by  comparison  with  average, 
taking  age  and  height  into  consideration
